To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968. 

The  Yeo  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme  commenced  on  1st  August  1968, 
and  this  first  contract  is  due  to  be  completed  in  three  years.  It  will 
serve  much  of  the  district,  excluding  the  Gordano  Valley  and  the 
parishes  of  Long  Ashton,  Dundry  and  Winford. 

The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  came 
into  force  at  the  beginning  of  October.  Six  diseases  were  deleted 
trom  the  list  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  and  three  were  added  - 
tetanus,  yellow  fever  and  leptospirosis.  Infectious  jaundice  was  made 
notifiable  in  June  1968.  The  1968  Regulations  consolidated  with 
amendments,  all  previous  Regulations  relating  to  the  notification  and 
prevenuion  of  infectious  disease  except  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925« 

There  was  a  low  number  of  measles  notified,  partly  due  to  there 
having  been  a  large  number  in  1 967  and  partly  due  to  immunisation 
against  measles  commencing. 

The  table  showing  causes  of  deaths,  now  occupies  two  pages 
instead  of  one.  This  is  not  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths,  which  remains  fairly  constant,  but  to  changes  in  the 
classification  of  causes.  In  fact,  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District 
death  rate  shows  a  downward  trend  over  the  past  seven  years,  whereas 
the  national  rate  is  the  same. 

I  am  always  indebted  to  Councillors  and  colleagues  for  their 
co-operation,  and  in  particular,  to  Mr.  Barker  and  his  staff.

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  August,  as  in  the  rest  of  the 
County,  to  ascertain  the  use  of  licensed  sites  and  the  number  of 
unauthorised  caravans  in  the  district. 

On  the  residential  sites,  licensed  for  193  vans,  184  vans  were 
sited.  Only  4  residential  vans  were  on  unauthorised  sites. 

Of  493  holiday  caravans  permitted  under  licence,  there  were 
480  on  site,  and  none  in  unauthorised  positions.

Milk  sampling  is  carried  out  monthly  by  the  County  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  A  sample  taken  from  a  farm  in  Abbots  Leigh  in  May  was 
found  to  contain  organisms  of  brucella  abortus,  for  the  second  year  in 
succession.  A  heat  treatment  notice  was  served  at  the  end  of  May  and 
was  still  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  farm  derived  milk 
from  three  sources,  two  of  which  were  free  of  brucellosis.  The  other 
herd  was  widely  and  severely  affected  by  a  virulent  strain  of  the 
organism.
